From  my  perspective  as  one  who  lives  north  of  LF 
boulevard,  it  is  a mistake  to  eliminate  Hillhurst  north  of  Franklin  from 
the  route.  A resident  of  District  A would  have  to  walk  to  Franklin 
Avenue  to  get  to  a DASH  line  to  get  to  the  Vermont/Sunset  Station. 


Further,  the  vitality  of  the  businesses  on  Hillhurst 
are  primary  to  the  economic  well-being  of  Los  Feliz.  Many  major 
destinations  are  located  on  that  stretch  of  Hillhurst  or  at  the 
intersection  with  Los  Feliz  Boulevard. 


There  are  a number  of  public  hearings  pending  and 
unfortunately  all  of  them  occur  before  our  next  LFNC  meeting  so  our 
board  can't  attend  any  with  an  official  position.  If  I owned  a business 
located  on  Hillhurst,  I would  want  to  weigh  in  on  this  plan.
